2. Applicant's arguments, see Remarks (pages 13-16), filed 5/26/2008, with respect 
to claims 1-5, 7-24 and 26-28 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 
rejection of claims 1-5 and 7-24 and the objection to claims 26-28 have been withdrawn. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-5, 7-24 and 26-28 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

* Claims 1 and 21 have been amended to include allowable subject matters; 

* Claims 1,10 and 20 have been amended to overcome the rejection under 35 
USC 101; 

* The present invention provides a new method, system and computer readable 
medium for segmenting writings on a whiteboard work surface, which is much more 
economical than most large display products that require installing specialized and 
usually expensive equipments and accessories (specification, page 4, lines 6-9). 

Particularly, the new method, system and computer readable medium comprise 
the following features, which the prior art taken either singly or in combination does not 
teach: 

-estimating... the color calibration; and using visual echo cancellation... the 
visual echo image (see independent claim 1); 

- calculating a visual echo... the color calibration data; and using the ratio... on 
the whiteboard (see independent claims 10, 20 and 21).
